SUBJ  Assessment  Data  Summaries  -  Back  Bay  Study  Area 


The  following  block  summaries  and  selected  parcel  listings  are  an 
interim  compilation  of  assessment  data  findings  for  the  Back  Bay 
Study  Area. 

Ten  specific  ranges  of  data  are  presented  six  summaries 

organized  by  Assessor's  Blocks,  followed  by  four  selected  data 
listings  on  a  per-parcel  or  per-address  basis.   Additional  mat- 
erial, noted  below,  will  be  prepared  in  the  near  future. 

The  following  notes  briefly  outline  data  sources,  methodology, 
and  other  general  aspects  of  interest  to  recipients  of  this 
material.   I  assume  that  the  explanatory  titles,  data  captions 
and  footnotes  provided  within  each  data  listing  adequately  define 
each  data  summary. 

Data  Sources; 

With  the  one  exception  of  Property  Sales  data,  all  material  is 
based  on  City  of  Boston  Assessing  Department  records  as  maintained 
on  the  third  floor  of  City  Hall  Annex.   Most  of  the  original  data 
was  transcribed  during  September-October  I965,  which  provides  an 
effective  data  date  of  approximately  June-July  1965-   Revised  data 
for  Mass.  Turnpike  properties  and  immediately  adjacent  blocks  was 
recently  obtained,  dated  January  I966. 

Complete  and  specific  parcel  data  was  obtained  throughout  the 
subject  area  but  for  two  minor  "parcels",  namely:  1)  that  section 
of  Mass.  Turnpike  ROW  west  of  Massachusetts  Avenue,  aJidj  2)  a 
small  section  of  R.  R.  trackage  area  immediately  east  of  the  (New 
Haven)  Back  Bay  Station.   For  each  minor  segment  a  square  footage 
determination  was  made  by  scale  measure  from  100'  photogrammetric 
plates,  and  a  $  land  value  assigned  on  the  basis  of  abutting  par- 
cels under  similar  ownership  and  use.

Geop!:raphlc  Coverage: 

Data  coverage  is  maintained  throughout  the  so-called  Back  Bay 
Study  Area,  covering  most  of  the  original  GNRP,  (but  for  recent 
Parker  Hill-Fenway  commitments  east  of  Mass.  Avenue),  plus  area 
extensions  to  the  east,  north  of  Columbus  Avenue,  to  Charles 
Street  -  Park  Square  and  also  to  the  west,  north  of  Boylston 
Street,  to  Charlesgate  -  East. 

Geographic  coverage  is  precisely  shown  on  the  accompanying  200' 
scale  '  Block-Parcel  Reference  map. 

Data  Detail  and  Aggregation; 

Original  data  was,  of  necessity,  transcribed  and  compiled  from 
data  stock  organized  by  ---  and  limited  to  --  a  per-parcel  level 
of  detail.   But  for  selected  area  totals,  data  aggregation  is 
limited  to  Assessor's  Blocks,  or  "half  blocks"  (typically  a 
north  vs.  south  separation),  as  outlined  by  yourself. 

Parcel  Data  Availability: 

Copies  of  all  original  parcel  data  (1965)  can  be  made  available   _^ 
by  Xerox  reproduction  upon  special  request.   Also,  most  "developed' 
data  items  (ratios,  percentages,  etc.  )  presented  herein  per  block 
can  be  made  available  by  similar  reproduction  from  hand-written 
listings  on  a  per-parcel  basis.   The  one  exception  is  Time-Series 
data  which  was  transcribed  and  compiled  on  ledger  sheets  with  but 
one  copy  within  the  files  of  the  Planning  Analysis  Section.

The  following  additional  tabular  summaries  will  be  prepared  in 
the  near  future,  namely: 

1)  Building  Footage  Ratios,  related  to 
Assessment  Data  and 

2)  Total  Assessed  Value  Increases,  by
